One of the most prominent herds 

of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the great 
Southwest is no more. On November 
10th and 11th at Muscotah, Kansas, 
occured the absolute dispersion of the 
splendid herd, built by the late A. D. 
Wilcox, who was a cattle man indeed 
and in truth, and who spared neither ae 
pains nor money to build this great herd to his liking. That his 
ideals were held in high esteem by breeders generally was evi- 
denced upon this occasion when the last ninety-four head were 
passed under the hammer at the splendid average of $275.64. 
Mrs. Wilcox decided early last fall that it would be necessary 
for her as administratrix of the estate to disperse this fine herd of 
cattle and in keeping with the desire to make this a most successful 
sale she engaged Mr. E. T. Davis to manage the affair and that a 
wise decision was made goes without saying, for the sale was splen- 
didly arranged and managed from start to finish and both manager 
and Mrs. Wilcox are to be congratulated upon the final result. ; 

The occasion witnessed the largest gathering of representative 
breeders assembled at any similar event during the past year. 
They came from far and near. The faces at the ring side repre- 
senting a surprisingly large

Much credit is 
due these men and their state associatior for their co-operation 
with the management of the sale in making it such a splendid suc-

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Minnesota Pioneer Dead at 82 Years Qlq 


Mr. Campbell was 
born in Edinburg, Scot- 
land, on May 38, 1839, emi- 
grating to Perth, Ontario, 
Canada, with his parents 
at the age of 4. At the age 
of 17 he crossed the bor- 


der and took a homestead : 
in the raw Northwest of that day to carve out a home in Minnesota, 


and it was on this homestead, increased by thrifty and sound man- 
agement, that he ended his days surrounded by his sons and grand- 
children. His brothers, Alex. and Joseph, emigrated from Canada 
with him when he came west to Minnesota. 

It was in 1884 that Mr. Campbell brought the bull Sambo of 
Cityside by Paris 3d to his farm from Iowa, though the bull had 
been bred by M. H. Cochrane of Canada. Two years later, he 
brought in a pair of Barbara heifers purchased from Findlay & 
Anderson, Lake Forest, Ill. His cousin, George, took the larger of 
the heifers on a flip of a penny, and thus were started two herds 
that did much to shape the cattle destinies of the Northwest. 

Mr. Campbell leaves five sons actively engaged in the business 
of breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle: Lewis A., Benjamin, Edward 
A., and John and Wallace L. As a “spreader” of sound Doddie 
propaganda the Campbell homestead has had a wonderful effect 
during the past forty years. Not only has this corner of Minnesota, 
just above the Iowa line, been thoroughly seeded down with bulls, 
put all through the Northwest and up into Canada, both farmer and 
rancher bulls have gone to darken and thicken the cattle population, 
but many pure bred herds have been started that are doing sound 
constructive work in the building of the Northwest Empire opened 
up by the late James J. Hill with railroads and Aberdeen-Angus.

Mr. Campbell was a practical breeder for a practical cattle 
country, and his cattle breeding knowledge was proven out at the 
packer marts and in the show ring. On June 1, 1893, he marketed 
at Chicago a load of 1400-pound Aberdeen-Angus steers that were 
pronounced by Clay-Robinson “the best car of cattle that ever 
came out of Minnesota.” Eclipser, a steer bred by him, was pro- 
nounced by the Breeders’ Gazette “a little the fanciest steer ever 
bred in America,” after his appearance at the International. This 
steer was a direct descendant of the original Barbaras brought 
u» from Illinois in the early 80’s, and the “Jim” Hill Boghead 
Floras. Beauty’s Eclipser, sire of Advance, the first International 
grand champion steer, finished his career at Campbells’ after leav- 
ing the Stanley Pierce herd. The carcass grand champion steer of 
1913 was also bred by the Campbells.

Great credit must be given Dr. C. D. Lowe, our field representative, 
for his untiring efforts in promoting the Angus breed of cattle in 
the Southland. 

Our next move was to return to Knoxville, the trip being made 
overland by the use of a “Jew Packard” and a motor bus, this gave 
me further opportunity to see the country and study farm conditions. 

The East Tennessee fair was on at Knoxville. The next day 
found me with the cattle exhibits and meeting with more Angus 
breeders. The Boys’ Calf Club steers were unusually good and 
how interested the boys were in their calf feeding contest. The 
breeding herds were well represented and I noticed the good old 
Scotch Judge “Davie Fife” had several good sweats before he had 
finished making the awards. I found Dr. Jacobs, the state veterin- 
arian and Prof. Richardson of the division of extension work and 
H. R. Duncan, superintendent of cattle, busy as could be. They are 
real fellows and good mixers. In fact all the Angus breeders | 
whom I had the pleasure to 
meet while in the South are

While with Mr. McClure 
enroute his farm we came up- 
on a very unusual scene for 
me, a bunch of native moun- 
tain cattle of all discriptions 
and colors, some of the older 
steers having horns equal to 
those of any Texas steer, of 
the early days, being driven 
to market. I would be wil- 
ling to predict that in a few 
years these native cattle of 


are striving to have the very 
best of everything. : 

Our field representative 
Dr. C. D. Lowe had planned : f 
my trip through Tennessee so everything was moving off on sched- 
ule time. We next turned to the mountain country or rather the 
hills of Tennessee. As I am, a native of Illinois and have been liv- 
ing in Iowa for about thirty years on prairie land, those hills look- 
ed hig to me. It is in the hills of East Tennessee that the “Dod- 
dies” must feel at home. As I saw them on the mountain sides I 
imagined they were thinking of their native land, the Highlands 
and the Heather. The Angus have taken Blount county and the 
territory surrounding Knoxville, here there were Angus every- 
where. While there I inspected the herds and farms of John S. Mc- 
Clure, H. R. Duncan, J. M. Frow, S. N. Yearout, John Hitch, Dr. 
J. 1. Huggins and J. W. Sams. 

It was an interesting trip for me to the hills or the knobs as 
they call them that lie in the vicinity of Maryville. Here I could 
see the work of men that are real benefactors taking those hills and 
knobs that not long ago were counted as worthless and with the 
use of the grub hoe, brush sythe and axe they have caused those 
hills, by the help of nature, to be the very best of grazing lands. 

Jpon close examination you will see «all the native grasses 
growing on them and it affords a most beautiful and picturesque 
sight te look at the “Doddies” winding their way up or down those 

nobs, grazing as they go. They were in the pink of condition with 
calves sleek and fat. In conversation with Mr. John Hitch I learn- 
ed that cattle can be grazed on the hills nearly the entire year, only 
bringing them off two or three months and then return them again 
in the early spring. 

The Angus wear a look of contentment that seems to tell you

ara The cash value of using a 
pure-bred bull has been strikingly proved in an interesting experi- 
ment carried out last year by a farmer on the Pacific coast. He 
was able to show a difference in the selling price of $53.40 between 
two steers of the same age, out of the same kind of cows which had 
been reared side by side on the range and had been finished to- 
gether in the same feed lot—a difference, according to his own 
statement in an American farm paper, due entirely to the influ- 
ence of a pure bred as against a scrub sire. The story of the ex- 
periment is thus briefly told in the words of the producer himself: 
“Both steers were calved in the spring of 1918, their dams being 
the same kind and quality of cows. They were put together in the 
fall of 1919 and fed together during the winter of 1919-1920. They 
were turned into the same pasture in the spring of 1920 and put 
into the same feed-lot on December 1, 1920; they were then fed 
all the alfalfa hay they would eat until January 15th, when about 
20 Ibs. of silage and 5 to 6 lbs. of corn was added to their daily 
rations, until March 20th, when they were shipped to Spokane for 
sale. The steer sired by a pure bred bull weighed 1,410 Ibs. and 
sold for 8¢ per lb., or $112.80. That sired by a scrub bull weighed 
990 Ibs. and sold for 6c per Ib., or $59.40, the difference in the sel- 
ling price of the two steers being $53.40.” 

A similar result demonstrated by carloads were recently re- 
corded on the Chicago market. An Illinois feeder shipped two 
carloads the progeny of a pure bred bull, the other purchased in 
his immediate vicinity. Throughout the animals were fed and graz- 
ed together. The load of his own breeding weighed 1,365 Ibs. The 
spread was 75c per cwt., the total difference per head was $42.91.

“The problems confronting the 
of this country are being attacked iat 
principal ways: First, the breeders are . 
proving their herds, and second, the fam 
boys are being educated so that they wilj 
be able to avoid many mistakes that the un 
trained person is sure to make, , 

“The plan of educating the future cattle. 
men is the most practical method known It 
is the plan of having each boy leam to y 
by doing. Twenty-one baby beef calves are 
being fattened for the market this wintey 

“The calves are being weighed at the end 
of each month for the purpose of determin. 
ing the average daily gains. 

“County Agent Robert Johnston of King. 
ston keeps a close watch on each boy and 
sees that the feeding is done in a way that 
it will produce real baby beef. 

“Every club member is required first of 
all to provide plenty of pasture, fresh wa. 
ter, and shade for his animal. These are al. 
ways considered essentials to the best deyel- 
opment of baby beef cattle. 

“Different rations are being used by dif- 
ferent boys in the club. Corn is always the 
principal part of any ration for baby beef 
production. The rations are usually made 
up as follows: Corn 6 parts, wheat mid- 
dlings 3 parts, and linseed meal 1 part; or 
corn 5 parts, wheat bran 3 parts, and cotton- 
seed meal 5 parts. Clover or some other 
kind of roughage is fed at night. 

“All the calves have now become gentle, 
it having been explained to the boys that an 
animal of quiet temperament will gain more 
rapidly than one of nervous disposition, They 
are haltered and handled by the boys with 
perfect ease. The comb and brush are used 
liberally. The best quality of hair and skin 
is desired when the calves enter the show 
ring, and this can be had only when the best 
attention has been given. 

“Under these methods of herdsmanship 
the 21 calves are taking on an average daily 
gain of two and a quarter pounds. The gains 
will be increased when the weather begins 
to get cooler in the fall. 

“The average weight of the calves at the 
beginning of the contest was 450 pounds. 
This average has now gone beyond 650 and 
some individuals weigh more than 700. 

“The Roane County fair has already of- 
fered $125 in prizes for the baby beef club 
work. The Knoxville fair has offered $500 
and while these two fairs are scheduled to be 
held at the same time, it is hoped that some 
adjustment can be made so that the calves 
can be exhibited in carlot at both places. 
They will be shown at the Nashville Fat 
Stock Show in December and will be sold 
either at auction or on the market at that 
time. f

Advertising Aberdeen-Angus Cattle in 
: the East. 

Mr. Philip R. Park has been making an 
extensive campaign in behalf of the Doddies 
in the East. He has prepared a number of 
good lively appealing articles which are go- 
ing the rounds of the eastern papers. This 
one is taken from a recent issue of the Ken- 
nebec Journal: 

“A dispatch from Washington is to the ef- 
fect that the Department ot Agriculture is 
considering the problem of to1cing lower 
food prices in the East, one cause ot which 
is the high freight rates. 

“Recalling prediction of this made some 
months ago by Philip R. Park, the head of 
the Jefferson taims, Inc., the breeder of the 
remarkable Polied Angus beef cattle, the 
Journal calied his attention to it and his re- 
ply foilows: 
— of Kennebec Journai, Augusta, 

e.: 

“As we grow into the reconstruction period 
it becomes daily more apparent that the 
East must feed itself. The high freight rates 
have in some cases reduced the prices to 
very much below production cost, in some 
cases the total price of the crop would not 
pay for the seed, and still prices at consum- 
ers’ point are far from cheap. Freight 
rates will undoubtedly come down, but the 
process will be slow; meanwhile the eastern 
part of the country is still more dependent 
upon itself. 

“Some day some one is going to ‘discover 
the East.’ They are going to find some 
of the wondertul latent possibilities of the 
East, and will proceed to exploit it to the 
balance of the country. They are going to 
show that better apples can be grown in the 
East than in Washington, better eggs than 
in California, better beef than in Texas, bet- 
ter lambs than in Colorado, better pork than 
in Missou1ri, and that the saving of the 
freight haul of two or three thousand miles 
is in itself a good profit, but most ridiculous 
of all, that the land in such close proximity 
to the best markets of the world are the 
cheapest in the country. Reads like a movie 
scenario, does it not, and you would hardly 
believe it if written about any other country 
than the one you are living in. 

“When the day comes that the East boosts 
itself with one-half the enthusiasm that the 
West has boomed its country, then will we 
see land values double and treble themselves, 
then we will see live stock bring back the 
prosperity and restore the fertility of our 
farms to a point that they will rival or ex- 
ceed the western lands. 

“Live stock is the keynote of the situation. 
Fertilizers alone will not do it. A rotation 
of crops will not do it, but live stock and 
brains will bring to you and the entire eas- 
tern country such a degree of prosperity as 
the western boomer never dreamed of. 

“We have one-half the entire population 
of the country. We have the most evenly 
balanced rainfall, practically insuring a crop 
every year, some larger than others, but no 
crop failure as the westerner knows them, 
the best railroad system and service, the 
most wonderful schools, mails and telegraph 
and telephone service, houses all built, land 


cleared, all within a short run to the highest 
priced markets in the world, and still we are 
buying nearly a billion dollars’ worth of pro- 
ducts that we can and should raise on our 
own farms. 

“Let’s all do something to correct this 
shameful showing. Let every farmer raise 
his own pork, at least killing a hog in the 
spring and fall. Let him raise a beef to di- 
vide with his neighbors during the winter 
months, let him fat one or more veals during 
the summer season, and share it with the 
friend next door. Let him increase his poul- 
try, and eat plenty of it during the warm 
weather when it is not practical to have 
home killed beef. Let him do all these 
things, sharing his community spirit with 
his fellow townsmen, and he will indeed be 
a benefactor and at the same time begin to 
enjoy the satisfaction of living largely on 
home grown products. 

“Now let the subordinate do his share. 
Let him increase his flock of poultry to dou- 
ble its present numbers, starting the chic- 
kens early as well as late, share the dressed 
poultry and the fresh eggs with the families 
in the vicinity, all on the price basis of 
equally good products at the store. Let him 
have and care for a garden, boosting and 
talking of the wonderful quality of the home 


grown product as compared with the ‘store 
kind.’ 

“When he buys feeds and produce, that 
which he cannot raise, let him insist that it 
is eastern grown when possible. Let him 
boost always and knock never. 

“Let the city man buy so far as possible 
of the producers of the products for his 
table. Let him drive out into the country 
with his Ford, and purchase not only his 
Sunday dinner, but his all week rations. 
Let him get acquainted with the farmer’s 
friends and help them with friendly sugges- 
tions. By example, let him show to those 
same farmers the wonderful difference be- 
tween a free use of carefully prepared milk 
and the cocoanut butter variety. 

“Let him help the farmer in his fight 
against the many substitutes for milk, but- 
ter, eggs and lard. Let him insist that none 
of these substitutes ever gets on his table, 
and that he points out to all his friends, 
associates and employees of the train of 
trouble that follows their use and the al- 
most marvelous results that obtain from 
a free use of real milk, cream, butter, eggs 
and meats with growing children. 

“Let him help in the distribution of eas- 
tern products in a business way. Let us all 
do these simple, selfish and mutual bene- 
ficial methods, and we will work wonders for 
this garden spot of the world. 

“Let’s have a booster club in every school, 
church and household of the East with a 
hundred per cent. membership and a thous- 
and per cent. enthusiasm.

Mr. John Macpherson. 


The Aberdeen-Angus Journal is indeed 
sorry to chronicle the death of Mr. John 
Macpherson, Mains of Mulben, Banffshire. 
To us his name has been very familiar for 
many years for scarcely could a catalogue 
be compiled in the “ould style” or “Scotch 
style” as we used to call it without showing 
the handiwork of this constructive breeder. 
The North British Agriculturist brings the 
following notice to our desk: 

“We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
John Macpherson, Mains of Mulben, Banff- 
shire, which occurred there on Sunday after 
an illness of several weeks, the immediate 
cause of death being a heart seizure. 

“Mr. Macpherson had been for half a cen- 
tury or more one of the leading figures in 
the agricultural life of the northeast. 
Though born in Glenlivet, his earlier years 
were spent in the neighboring district of 
Glenrinnes; in the parish of Mortlach. While 
he was yet a cchild his parents removed 
thither, his father, the late Mr. Donald Mac- 
pherson, taking over the farm of Achloch- 
rach, on the Glenrinnes estate of the Duke 
of Richmond and Gordon. Achlochrach was 
partly arable and partly a sheep farm, and 
during the tenancy of Mr. Macpherson’s 
father and himself it was brought into ex- 
cellent heart, many improvements being car- 
ried out. Mr. Macpherson not only owned 
a superior flock of Blackface sheep there, 
but successfully bred pedigree Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle, and it is interesting to recall 
that an Achlochrach-bred Aberdeen-Angus 
won the championship at Smithfield as far 
back as 1872. For some years Mr. Macpher- 
son was also tenant of the neighbouring 
farm of Balmerion, and in the parochial ac- 
tivities of ‘the Glen’ he took a prominent 
and leading part, being a member of the lo- 
cal School Board and other district organi- 
zations. 

“While still retaining the tenancy of 
Achlochrach, Mr. Macpherson, 34 years ago, 
took over the tenancy of Mains of Mulben. 
It was a farm famous in the history of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle, his predecessor, Mr. 
Paterson, having been a notable breeder, his 
name being associated with the founding of 
the popular strain of Mulben Prides stiil 
highly valued amongst Angus breeders. Mr. 
Macpherson worthily maintained the well- 
established reputation of that famous centre 
for Angus cattle-breeding. He founded there 
what was practically a herd which has for 
many years occupied a leading position 
amongst the Aberdeen-Angus herds of this 
country. His collection of Prides and Ericas 
have added substantially to the high reputa- 
tion of this favourite breed of cattle, and 
Mulben earned for itself an enviable reputa- 
tion in the iocal and national show records 
of the country. 

“As a judge of Aberdeen-Angus cattle Mr. 
Macpherson came to occupy a distinguished 
place. His services as such were in wide 
request, not only by district societies but the 
greater national institutions such as the 
‘Royal,’ the ‘Highland,” and the Smith- 
field Club. He was a safe and discriminat-

acter of the herd and the prices received 
for the animals indicate that there are still 
fair returns in the right kind of beef cattle. 

This car load of steers had been on feed 
ten months with a corn and blue grass ra- 
tion with some alfalfa. 

It should also be noted that it is not only 
good cattle which this man raises but he 
has a field of Grimm alfalfa that is almost 
perfect. He finds that by use of the alfalfa 
that very little concentrate food is needed, 
though he did not forget to add that in pre- 
paring his animals for shipment he changed 
the roughage to timothy and clover hay 
mixed rather than alfalfa. 

Nor is this all of the high product pro- 
duced on this farm. Mr. Warren has a 
common sized farm orchard, from which he 
marketed this year $300.00 worth of fruit 
and had plenty for his home use. This has 
come about by his systematic pruning and 
spraying. 

This demonstrates what the stockmen 
have always held that the ability to pro- 
duce first class cattle carried with it the 
ability to do the best in other lines of pro- 
duction. 

A campaign for the introduction of more 
pure bred sires will be carried out this year, 
and the man who keeps the scrub bull of 
even a “pure bred scrub” will do well to 
observe the results secured in this herd by 
consistent high class cattle breeding.

Florida State Fair. 
Jacksonville, Florida, November 19, 1921. 


The cattle exhibits at the 1921 Florida 
State fair were at the last minute confined 
to exhibitors of the state by the enforce- 
ment of rigid restriction for the protection 
of outside cattle against the cattle fever 
tick. At least two large herds from other 
states would have added to the Aberdeen- 
Angus show under an open arrangement. 

J. J. Logan, Jacksonville, Florida, owner 
of the Kings’ Road Farm herd was the larg- 
est exhibitor, the only other contestant be- 
ing the Florida Experiment Station of 
Gainsville.

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Size in the Slaughtering Business. 

Specific data are not readily available in 
agricultural] literature with reference to the 
economics of manufacture and distribution 
of meat products, hence the following brief 
discussion is offered with the idea of throw- 
ing a little light on the matter. 

The first great function of slaughtering is 
the production of the raw product, meat, 
from the rawer product, live stock. This is 
practically the only service performed by the 
local butcher, other than the sale of the pro- 
duct, hence information on the efficiency of 
size in this fundamental operation is of 
value. Using hogs to illustrate this point, 
one finds that in houses large enough to 
have a moving rail for the handling of the 
animals during slaughter, doubling the num- 
ber of men quadruples the number of hogs 
possible to handle and cuts the cost per head 
to less than half. The following figures il- 
lustrate this matter:

These costs are based on labor only, at the 
wages paid in April, 1921, the fixed over- 
head for plant and investment being omitted. 
It will be noted that the limit is rapidly be- 
ing approached at which increased size with- 
in the unit reduces costs. Just what this 
limit is, the writer is unable to determine 
on the basis of his data. 

Similar cleancut results are difficult to ob- 
tain, when one studies local butcher shops 
that do their own slaughtering. The selling 
conditions under which each operates differ 
widely, as do the conditions for gathering 
live stock for slaughter. Furthermore, it is 
very difficult to obtain data as to costs in 
such shops. The writer has been able to se- 
cure data on the killing capacity of such 
shops on a daily basis, and has figured out 
the slaughter capacity per man per day. This 
is not as reliable a method of study as costs, 
since in a shop employing several men, it is 
not possible to tell the proportionate energy 
that must be devoted to selling and to 
slaughter. The problem of distribution of 
product (in a local shop, retail delivery) al- 
so enters, greater average distance of dis- 
tribution cutting the slaughter capacity per 
man. It must be understood that the figures 
given represent maximum capacity and not 
average slaughter, and that as plants in- 
crease in size the average slaughter more 
and more closely approximates the maxi- 
mum capacity.

For practical 
purposes one may say that the Index Num- 
— represents the capacity in terms of cat- 

e. 
In general these figures show that the ca- 
pacity per man declines with the increase in 
number, but this decline is due to the fact 
that the larger the number of employes, the 
greater the number of services rendered. 
The shop with the single employe can do 
nothing but slaughter and cut meat. The em- 
ploye must work many hours overtime, and 
can neither deliver meat nor save any of the 
products of the animal other than meat and 
hide or pelt. The wastage economically is 
enormous, and can be tolerated only in a re- 
gion where labor is way out of proportion in 
cost to meat and meat products. 

If one compares shops of approximately 
the same capacity per man as determined by 
the index number, it will be found, almost 
without exception, that the shops employing 
the greater number of men are getting the 
greater gross return per animal. This re- 
turn per animal is determined by dividing 
annual sales by the index number, and then 
put on a base of 100, using the shop with the 
largest index number as the foundation fig- 
ure.—Edward N. Wentworth.

THE BREED OF DUAL PURPOSE FAME. 


Sufficient information has been given in these arit- 
cles regarding the Williamsons of St. John’s Wells, 
Bethelnie and Crichie, to show the important place 
they occupied in developing the breed—a_ reminis- 
cence of their fame persisting in the Matchless family 
perpetuated at Tillyfour and handed on to Ballindal- 
loch, the blood of which lingers in certain strains of 
the breed. But though we have given similar particu- 
lars in regard to Robert Walker of Wester Fintray 
and Mary of Fintray, the dam of Crathes, Portlethen. 
Tillyfour and Ballindalloch Nightingale 262, dam of 
Chieftain 318, the first sire to be mated with Erica 
at Ballindalloch, still many other particulars that 
might enlighten us as to the position of this breeder 
seem to be desirable. We are able to give some facts 
from Dr. Skene Keith’s ‘“‘General View of the Agri- 
culture of Aberdeenshire,” that disclose the fact that 
he was a prominent breeder as well as feeder and 
farmer in Aberdeenshire. Many pages are devoted to 
him and his farm, his farmstead and stock. On page 
162 the author gives a comparison between the farm 
of Wester Fintray and that of Granton in Mid-Lo- 
thian—the former 276 acres in extent, the latter 285. 
Confining ourselves to the cattle, we find Granton 
credited with one bull, four cows, no plough oxen 
and no black eattle of different ages—total 5. At 
Wester Fintray were one bull, 16 cows, 6 plough ox- 
en, and 62 black cattle of different ages—total 85 
We learn that he entered the farm in 1791 and rent- 
ed four other farms in the parish. The value of the 
stock on Wester Fintray is given on page 203: Cows 
and bull £296; working oxen £180; other black cattle 
£508; total £794. Besides disposing of £40 worth of 
dairy and poultry produce, Mr. Walker realized for 
cattle when chiefly fed on turnips £400. 

In previous pages we are furnished with a lengthv 
and minute description of his farm buildings and 
farm house, with a double page plate showing the 
plan. In this description we learn that Mr. Walker 
was a native of Angus; and was for nine years bailiff 
or farm-overseer to the Earl of Kintore—who was a 
great. breeder in his day of the Aberdeenshire Horned 
and latterly of Shorthorn crosses. The accommoda- 
tions in the steading for cattle consisted of commo- 
dieus barns and sheds and courts for oxen, cows and 
calves, and extra byres for ‘‘more black cattle.’’ ‘“‘This 
description will show that the farmers of this county 
not only have better farmhouses and offices than 
formerly, but also that in a county in which cattle 
are reared in great numbers, and turnips are now 
raised for feeding them, a great deal of more accom- 
modation is necessary than in the corn raising coun- 
ties.” The provision for the most expeditious mode 
of arranging the turnip fields so as to effect the 
easiest transport of the produce to the cattle is de- 
seribed, a special byre having been built for the feed- 
ing of turnips. In another portion of the volume we 
find Mr. Walker renting a grass field to a butcher in 
Aberdeen, for two years for eighty-one pounds for 
thirteen acres. “This was drawing nearly half the 
rent of the farm for the grass rent of a single field.” 
Again it is remarked that from the figures alreadv 
given as to Wester Fintray “it appears that eight 
acres of good pasture maintain seven black cattle and 
one horse, during the summer season.” Mr. David 
Walker, in Blair, brother to Robert, is mentioned as 
feeding four bullocks of at least nine hundred weight 
each on turnips for only ten guineas.

The natural habitat of the breed in Aberdeenshire 


had been traditionally famous for its dairy product. 
howing so conclusively in the development it had 
reached in Dr. Skene Keith’s time, 1811, by the facts 
he gives in regard to the dairy industry of the dis- 
trict. It is well to keep this in mind, for, though 
undoubtedly the trend of the breeders generally was 
to the production of a one purpose breed, that is. 
for prime beef, solely, yet there were large herds de- 
yoting themselves to the cultivation of their cows 


as S 


milking capacities. 

Dr. James Mitchell (““Scotsman’s Library,” 1825) re- 
marks: “The Buchan cows are not so well known as 
they ought to be. They are generally of so thriving a 
quality that they are usually fed at the end of the 
autumn without much attention being paid to their 
food, and though fleshy they continue to milk well. 
As high as eleven Scotch pints of milk a day (equa! 
to as many English quarts), is the generous yield. In 
general from 10 to 12 Scotch pints or English quarts 
of their milk give a pound of butter.” 

Andrew Henderson (“‘The Complete Grazier,” 1826). 
wrote: “In Angus, Aberdeenshire and Banffshire the 
polled are preferred in many places. . . In the 
district of Buchan,. the cows are much famed for the 
dairy.” 

Dr. Skene Keith’s book is full of details about the 
importance of the dairy in Buchan; in one of Robert 
Chambers’s early publications ‘The Pictures of Scot- 
land,” 1834, we read, ‘The district of Buchan, a low 
domain, of which Peterhead may be denominated the 
capital, has long been remarkable for the production 
of butter, which is here salted and exported in large 
quantities. ‘Peterhead butter’ is an article favourably 
known, and may accordingly be seen flourishing in 
all grocers’ shop windows at Edinburgh, amidst Lass- 
wade meal, Dalkeith candles, and Loch Fyne her- 
rings. Individual merchants in Peterhead have beer 
known to buy up a hundred tons of butter in Buchan 
for the purpose of exportation.”” From which it wil! 
be seen that the county had a fame from dairying 
equal to its fame of beef production. 

David Low, Professor of Agriculture in the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh, in his “Elements of Practical Ag- 
riculture,” 1837, says: ‘‘The best cattle (of Aber- 
deenshire) are the hornless breed of the northern part 
of the county.” Of the Angus: ‘“‘The modern Angus 
is assuming an almost new character, by the care 
and skill bestowed on its improvement by some dis- 
tinguished breeders.’ 

Thus the dual purpose capacity of the breed is fullv 
attested. But let us advert to the milking proclivities 
of the breeder these days. 

In “The Breed that Beats the Record,” published in 
1886 at Detroit, Michigan, the authorship of which f 
here acknowledge, I gave a record found in the 
“Farmer's Magazine” of 1846, of the previous sea- 
son’s milking results of twelve cows in the Portlethen 
herd from which we gather some interesting facts. 

I regard this as so important that I shall quote the 
record as I discovered it, in full: 

The following account of the yield of milk last 
Season in twelve dairy cows has been furnished ux 
by a well-known breeder of this race of cattle, Mr 
Robert Walker, Portlethen. The yield is given in 
Seots pints; a Scots pint, we may explain to our 

— readers, being equal to about three imperial 
ints: 

Brown Mouth, 7 years old, 3024 pints, has had twin 
calves three times and been once dry since she calved 
first, October, 1839. 

Auchlunies, 8 years old, 2931 pints, has gained the 
Second prize as a dairy cow at Aberdeen in 1845. 

Lady, 6 years old, 2388 pints, pure Angus breed, bv 
Mr. Mustard (Leuchland). 


Mustard, 6 years old, 2388 pints, a good breeder. 

Cowie, 7 years old, 2388 pints, has twice had twin 
calves, 

Young Duchess, 3 years old, 1741 pints, first calf. 

Young Collbonie, 3 years old, 1561 pints, first calf. 

Young Pityot, 3 years old, 1500 pints, second calf. 

Eppie, 7. years old, 2020 pints, has had seven calves. 

Duchess, 11 years old, 1830 pints, the disputed cow 
at Aberdeen. 

Queen O’May, 4 years old, 1800 pints, second calf- 

Young Brownmouth, 3 years old, 1530 pints, first 
calf. 

The above cows are all black or brown Polled, of 
the Aberdeen or Angus breed, and four of them gave 
milk until they calved this year, 1846. Their milk 
is the best quality, and in general they are good but- 
ter cows. The above twelve are the best milkers se- 
lected from seventeen. 

It will be seen that by comparing this list, it is 
identical with that appearing on p. 441 of the 1919 
edition of the History by Sinclair (not appearing in 
the first edition) where only the cows are given ac- 
cording to numbers and not names, and the amounts 
of the milk of each in pounds and not pints, are set 
down, the contribution being made by George J. 
Walker, son of Robert Walker. 

All the cows whose names we give are recognizable 
as family cows at Portlethen—that is, as founders of 
families, most of whose representatives appear in the 
H. B. Vol. I. The Brownmouth of the list is likelv 
the Old Brown Mouth (not entered in the H. B.) giv- 
en as the dam of Brown Mouth 665, foundress of a 
famous Potlethen family, as would appear from the 
statement that Brown Mouth had her first calf in 
1839, the date of calving of Brown Mouth 665. There 


-is no Auchlunies in the first volume, but as this was 


the place of origin of the Duchesses, the Auchlunies 
mentioned. may be of the same blood. There are in 
the list two Duchesses, Young Duchess, three, years 
old, therefore calved, 1842; and Duchess 11 years. 
therefore calved 1834. There is an Old Duchess of 
Auchlunies, 30, in the first volume, she is by Portv 
50; dam Young Eppy 680—which suggests a connec- 
tion with the Eppie of our list. There is a Youngs 
Duchess 31, in the first volume, by the famous Crathes 
bull Banks of Dee 12; dam Duchess of Auchlunies 
249, by Andrew 8, dam Old Duchess of Auchlunies 30. 
There is also a Young Duchess 2nd by Porty 50, dam 
Old Maggie 681, calved in 1842, and bred by Mr. Rob- 
ert Walker. This Young Duchess 2nd is dam of 
Young Andrew 9, by Andrew 8; calved 1851; he was 
the sire of a numerous progeny among them Raglan. 
of Paris 1856 fame; Lizzie 250 whose dam was Live- 
ly 256, the foundation dam of the family of double 
champion, Luxury; and other of prize winning fe- 
males. Young Duchess 2nd was also the dam of Ben- 
gie, the foundress of one of the Paris group families 

There is no Lady, in the first volume, but a Ladv 
Ann of Portlethen by Porty. The Mustard in the first 
volume, No. 582, seems to be different entirely from 
the Portlethen cow of that name in our list. There is 
no Cowie in the H. B., but this name is particularlv 
interesting as we learn from the late Principal Dewar 
of Royal Dick’s Veterinary College, Edinburgh, that 
Cowie “was a common name for a Polled cow in 
Buchan,” and it is elsewhere, in the south of Scot- 
land and north of England. There is nothing bv 
which we can trace Young Collbonie into the H. B 
There is an Eppy 73, no connection with Portlethen. 
but there is a Young Eppy 680, calved 1838, sire the 


Robie 17a, that was the sire of Porty 50. There is 
no Queen o’May but a Queen of Portlethen 267 of 
the Lively-Luxury foundation. There are several Pit- 
yots in the first volume, Pityot 24, and Pityot, both 
by Porty 50; the latter the dam of Young Pityot 298. 
calved 1852 by Stanley of Portlethen 14, whose dam 
was bred in Glenbucket, Abderdeenshire. 

As this Portlethen herd is the oldest herd of record 
and in existence, it is of historical interest to give it 
some attention. During these momentous periods— 
momentous because of their pending quickening. 
which carry us back to the close of the 18th century. 
distinct herds had begun to be formed entirely of 
the Polled variety, which established the tradition of 
that homely, capable sort. That tradition gave place 
to the welcome notoriety acquired by the appearance 
of the kind at the district shows of the various agri- 
cultural societies, and their recognition by the award 
of prizes by the Highland and Agricultural Society. 
The first great names that became thus known as 
breeders or exhibitors were the Williamsons of St. 
John’s Wells, Fyvie, and the Walkers of Wester Fin- 
tray, New Machar, in Aberdeenshire, as fully ex- 
ploited by Dr. Skene Keith in his “General View ot 
the Agriculture of the County of Aberdeen” 1811, one 
of that series of volumes dealing with all the coun- 
ties, brought out under the auspices of the Board of 
Agriculture of which Sir John Sinclair of Ulbster, 
Sutherlandshire, was the chairman; a series that was 
meant to deal uniformly with all subjects coming 
within the range of agricultural treatment, which of 
course included the live stock. The names mentioned 
in the Aberdeenshire View are the only names we be- 
come acquainted with in the whole series of volumes 
dealing with the adjoining counties that constituted 
the home of the “combination breed.” None are 
mentioned in the Kincardineshire nor in the Forfar- 
shire ‘‘Views.’”’ Hence the importance and value for 
historical purposes of the mention of the Williamsons 
and the Walkers in the Aberdeenshire ‘“‘View.” The 
story there begun is continued in the record of the 
district prize awards already detailed. These soon 
begin to be enlarged upon by the records of the regu- 
lar shows of the Highland Society itself, beginning in 
i822. The first era of this new development contin- 
ues until 1829, when a fresh departure was made by 
the national society and breeding classes were insti- 
tuted for Polled cattle. The Society started then in 
1829, its system of circuit shows, the first circuit of 
the breeding territory of the northeastern Polied 
breeds embracing Perth, 1829; Inverness, 1831, and 
Aberdeen, 1834; the second Perth, 1836; Inverness. 
1839, and Aberdeen 1840; the third series dropped 
Perth, substituting Dundee, where the greatest show 
of the combination elements of the breed, that had 
been seen, occurred; Inverness following again in 
1846 and Aberdeen, 1847. Then there was a series of 
shows at Edinburgh, 1848, Glasgow, 1850 and Perth 
1852, all of which would require to be particularly 
dealt with. But as this has been already done by the 
present writer in a series of articles, ““The Chronicles 
of the Aberdeen-Angus” from 1822 until 1878 in The 
Breeder’s Gazette, in 1882, we may be permitted to 
pass that part of the history. But it is necessary. 
however, to follow the thread of the story, and to do 
so, we find recourse necessary to the Herd Book it- 
self, the first volume which appeared 1862, in 
which volume the first chapter of the real historical! 
period is embalmed.

Letters from Breeders of “Doddies” 


November 21, 1921. 
Editor of Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 


Enclosed you will find order for three 
years subscription to the Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal. We are always glad to get the 
paper and every page is looked at with in- 
terest.
